GRAIN TRADE AND 
‘MINIMUM PRICE 


The Western Producer in its-issue of September 3rd, refer- 
ring to the decision of the government in regard to the minimum 
price for wheat and ,its reception by Western farmers, says: 

“To them and to many of those whom they elected it must 
shave come as a cruel disillusionment to find that their govern- 
ment chose to listen to and be guided by the grain trade and. other 
reactionary elements in their midst while refusing even to ac- 
knowledge. the submissions of organized agriculture.” Tea 

The implication that the grain trade or any section of it 
has at any time made representations to the Government, or to the 
Canadian Wheat Board, or has tendered advice to those bodies, 
relative to the establishment of the minimum price for wheat at 
87% cents per bushel or any other figure, is. absolutely false. 

The interests of wheat producers and of the grain trade are 
identical in regard to grain prices. The prosperity of the grain 
trade in ‘Canada is bound up with the prosperity of the producers.

What- 
ever the judgment may be as to the 
value or usefulness of the legislation 
passed, there can now be no saying

Outstanding among the 20 bills in- 
troduced in the session are the three 
acts that have been described as the 
most radical ever placed on the stat- 
ute ‘books in any province in the dom- 
inion since confederation, These are: 

1, The Act to provide credit for 
the people of Alberta; 
| The Act for the reduction and 
settlement of debts, and 
| 3. .The -Act affecting municipali- 
ties’ securities interest. > 

The ‘act to provide credit for the 
| people of Alberta is regarded almost 
as the Magna Charta of Social Cred- 
it in Alberta. It establishes ‘the ma- 
chinery for payment of the promised 
-basic dividends to those who co-oper- 
ate with the government in its plans. 
It provides for the establishment of 
the Alberta Credit House, through 
which the credit will be paid. Con- 
trary to expectation this act does not 

ecome law until proclaimed by the 
orders-in-Council. 

It has awakened wide-spread inter- 
est as embodying the main portion of 
the Social Credit plan according to 
Premier William: Aberhart, for. Al- 
|berta. It defines the qualifications 
ped receipt of dividends, the penalties 
|for breach of contract for co-opera- 
i tion, and the forms of registration to 
, be used: in connection with the regis- 
; tering of citizens. It also legalizes 
| the registration that has already been 
made. None of its provisions state 
that only Social Crediters can get 
dividends, but it does stipulate that 
those receiving the benefits of co-

‘A Quid Pro Quo 


If the Dominion government is to open the gates ajar for the admit-| 


tance of more British migrants to Canada on.a colonization basis, ‘it would 
seem appropriate to suggest that any agreement which may be made should 


From the vitwpoint of Western Canada where new settlers must nec- 
essarily engage in a competitive venture with farmers who, in recgnt. years} 
at least, have been forced to offer their wares in narrowing markets, such 
& proposal would only be a reasonable quid pro quo for accepting new set- 
tlers. . 

It is true that colonization schemes in general and the Hornby scheme 
in particular, which are now being mooted and are apparently being accord- 
ed serious consideration in some quarters, contemplate safeguards to ensure 
that for at least five years after admittance to the country migrants would 
not become ‘charges on the administration and that failutes would be re- 
turned to the country of their origin. 

While this may be regarded by some people as satisfactory on the face | 
of it, such safeguards are not sufficient for the protection of thousands of 
farmers in, the prairie provinces who during the past five or-six years have | 
not only experienced the greatest difficulty in making a bare livelihood but 


have. had the misfortune to stagger—and are still staggering—under an 
accumulating burden of indebtedness.
